Our Zanglish Letter. 
Trsguourn, Sept. 29th 1871. 

Eviros Stawbatv:—to my last loiter to 
you I said I would send you a few lines about 
my at Peo the Trossachs. I raed 
from burgh afew daysago. Leaving that 
city, we took the train for Granton pier from 
whence steamers ply up the Forth to Steriing. 
Frowithe prer the Forth gradvally narrows 
and terminates at Queen's Ferry in « funnel- 
shaped maouer, then it opens out again and 
resembles an inland lake, In this inland 
water the Channel} Fleet safely moors on its 
visits along the poast. The sceaery along 
this route is of the picturesque kind, On the 
left bank we passed the comparatively modern 
shipping port—Grangemouth—near which is 
the entrance to the canal that unites the Forth 
and Clyde. Screw steamers for Hamburg 
and other continental ports take this canal 
from Glasgow, this saving the journey round 
the Land's Eud. On the right we passed

we visited the castle and garrison. The 
castle stands on a precipitous ruck, which is 
approached by an ascending ridge, on each of 
which the townis built. Tne castle and its 
approaches singularly resemble thoge of 
Edinburg. From the parapets of the castle 
on a clear day, which it’ was our fortune to 
enjoy, a beautiful view isbefore you. On the 
north-cast side we observed the Wallace 
monument, erected within the last ten years, 
on a bill so that it can be seen on all sides as 
great a distance as eyes can corer. ‘The 
wioding Forth is also visible for agreat dis- 
tance f-om the castle. This once formidable 
stronghold is now occupied as a depot for 
recruitiog the Highland regiments. I under- 
stand that no inconsiderable portion of the 
British army is furnished by Sterling and the 
neighboring country. Most of the men I saw 
were) young and beardless. Thoroughly 
“raw recruits.’’ Now that the recent events 
in Europe have necessitated a revival of milt-. 
tary enthuisiasm, this juvenile feature in the 
army has become a subject of considerable 
anxiety and some alarm to those who would 
1 ke to see its prestige maintained. Certainly 
the tropps bereabouts de got resemble what 
we would look for in the Iighlanders of 
Lucknow. Lesving sterling we took train to 
Callander, and passed the now fasbivnable 
waterning -place, 
THE BRIDOE OF ALLEN 
and the town of Dunblane. 
compuniun, who sings ‘Jessie, the Flower of 
Duntlane,’’—tbat being the unly fruit of his 
elaborate ins'ruction in Hullah's system—was 
disgusted wth the insigsificant and mouro- 
ful-like looking appearance of the residence 
ofthe heorine of his favurite melody.

On nearing the other end of the lake the 
poetry of the scene is disturbed by the 


GLASGOW WATER WORKS, 


which come into view. These are the only ex- 
ceptions we saw of man’s handiwork about 
the lake. The water of the lake is conveyed 
to Glasgow, a distance of 35 miles.. Wecame 
to a landing bearing the euphonious name of 
Stronachlachar. Being thirsty I ventured to 
ask for a glass of ale, and was ‘charged 6 
pence, British Columbia price, abit. A plea- 
sant walk of four miles brought us to lavers- 
naid on the edge of 
LOCH LOMOND, 


We might bave ridden, but the “ cute cove’ 
aforesaid told us we might as well walk for 
we would have to get out and *‘shore’”’ more 
than half the distance, the road being so pre- 
cipitous—considerably _more than eight in 
twelve in many places.
